German Courts Stand for Hones 


The decision of the trial court at Hamburg holding the No 


•German Fire Insurance Company responsibU for its fire losses 
San Francisco speaks well for German justice. This company ii 
s«rted an earthquake clause in its policies, and denied liability 
its losses in San Francisco on the ground that even if fire d, 
destroy the property insured the fire was the result of earthqua, 
'The court decided that the clause was too ambiguous to justify 


" company in seeking to escape liability. The court also dismis: 
'as untenable the contention of the Transatlantic, which refused 
reimburse the English companies it had reinsured on the grou 
'that the reinsured companies had overpaid their policyholders 
'adjusting their losses in San Francisco. 


These rulings, if sustained by the higher German courts, w| 


go far to re-establish confidence in the insurance business, whi 
has been sadly shaken since the San Francisco disaster, and w 
be a wholesome moral lesson to concerns hereafter tempted to vi 
'late the laws of commercial honesty by trick, device and subt 
fuge. The defaulting companies have suffered enormously alre.n 


. in loss of prestige and business, and now it has been borne in uj 


them that their exhibition of bad faith has availed them nothtni 


, They must pay their losses as well as bear the odiurft of trying tl 
evadfe them. 


The court's ruling is sound common sense. 
It is in effect 


that the spirit of a contract cannot be defeated by an ambiguou 
proviso susceptible of different constructions. 
Some 
American 


'companies—notably the Traders of Chicago and 
the 
Atlanta- 


Birmingham—need the same sort of judicial discipline that 
the 


Hamburg court has administered to the North German and Trans- 
atlantic. 
The Norwich Union, a British concern, also stands in 


'need of judicial treatment that \vill impress upon its managers the 
elementary principles of honesty. Many millions of dollars will 
come to San Francisco if the Hamburg decision is sustained, as a 
number of the Ger.nan companies, the Rhine and Moselle in par- 
ticular, refused to pay a dollar of their San Francisco losses, 
The 


Hamburg court has made it plain that these defaulting concerns do 
not represent the German standard of commercial honor any more 
than they gauge the integrity of the German courts.

REGARDING STREET IMPROVEMENTS. • 


EDITOR TRIBUNE: Your readers will readily understand 


how natural it is for one to talk shop, The writer having for a nunv 
ber of years been engaged in work connected with the street depart" 
ment of this city could not have well avoided noticing the condition 
of the streets and the class of street work 
in Portland, Seattle, 


Denver and Los Angeles, all of which cities he recently visited. 


In Portland the streets in the big business 
section 
are well 


paved and decently clean, but the macadamized streets lying farther 
out are inferior to those of our city; many of the streets in good 
residence sections are well lined with chuck holes and are none 
too clean; but every citizen in Portland does overtime in sounding 
the praises of the fine old city. 


In Seattle the business streets, as well as a few of the finer 


residence streets, such as Queen Anne avenue, are well paved with 
vitrified brick or asphaltum, and are exceedingly clean. 
Outside 


of these streets Seattle has few pavements worthy of the 
name. 


Situated in the midst of the largest lumbering district in the world 
it is not at all surprising that Seattle depends largely on wood as a 
paving material. A newly planked street is all right for a few 
months, but heavy traffic soon causes the 
surface 
to 
become 


laminated and spongy, the weaker places break through, and as the 
sub-grade under a planked street is always wet and soft in an in- 
credibly short time the worst kind of chuck holes permit the wheels 
o2 vehicles to suddenly drop from the sound plank down through 
the soft mud until the axle rests on the planked surface. In justice 
to Seattle it is well to state that'this wideawake city is planning to 
cut down some of her big hills; one cut on Jackson street depresses 
the present grade 95 feet. Of course, the work on the lateral streets 
will be held up until their intersections can be made to conform to 
the new grade. In Seattle the sidewalks are usually laid before 
(sometimes years before) the roadway is paved. 
Probably 100 


miles of the city's streets are simply graded and curbed with a plank

The journals 
and diplomats of Japan are assuming a cocky pose and discussing 
American la\\s and foreign relations in a hectoring and domineering 
tone.

United States disclose a swollen pride and militant national con- 
ceit. This temper and state of mind are not indicative of a pacific 
spirit or a friendly disposition. Yet Japan needs our friendship far 
more than we need hers, and the American people have not the 
slightest desire to quarrel with the Mikado's government or to 
disturb the amicable relations hitherto 
existing between our 


country and the Nipponese empire. But the attempt of the Japa- 
nese to intrude upon our domestic institutions with intent to order 
our domestic policy to suit Japanese convenience or Japanese self- 
love will not be tolerated. It is insistently urged by Japanese p. N 
licists and diplomats that if the constitution of our country confer, 
no authority on the Federal government to open all the public 
schools in the several States to Japanese children that instrument 
shoul'd be amended. 
Such an impertinence approaches insolent 


effrontery. 
Our organic laws were framed as a charter of the 


liberties of the American people, and the clauses denning 
the 


*^ro^ers of the national and State governments were dictated by the 


highest wisdom. That the Japanese disapprove of our national 
constitution is no proof that it is a failure or stands in need of 
amendment. 
The constitution will certainly not be amended to 


placate Japanese sentiment. Indeed, the spirit of Bunker Hill and 
Valley Forge will be dead when foreign pressure can induce the 
American people to change their system of government.

In this enterprising city, as in 
Portland, everybody is a booster; and the city really has much to 
justify the high claim of her citizens. With her immense Alaska 
and Oriental trade and the great lumbering and agricultural interests, 
of which she is the center, nothing can prevent Seattle from becom- 
ing one of the great cities of the Pacific Coast. 


In Denver good paving is the rule, not only in the business sec- 


tion but in the better residence districts as well. The macadamized 
streets are fairly good, and compare quite well with those of our 
city. In the newer sections Denver has many streets not yet paved. 
Some of her real estate men, unlike those of our city, put tracts on 
the market leaving all the -street work to be done by the purchaser. 
This accounts for the unpaved condition of many of the streets 
around the borders of the city. 


In the business district as well as in quite a large portion of 


i!if residence section of Los Angeles, the streets are nicely paved, 
'nu the macadamized streets farther out are exceedingly bad. Some 


>f the oldest streets in Oakland are far better than are many of the 
treets near the Arcade depot in Los Angeles. Another peculiarity 
}f the streets of the big southern metropolis is the universal coating 
of mud from one to three inches deep. Even in the downtown dis-

PLAGIARISMS. 


It is an uneventful day in the 


literary world that does not bring 
forth another of Jack London's 
plagiarisms; or, at least, some- 
thing that some wise scribbler 
conceives to be a plagiarism and 
therefore a great discovery rank- 
ing in importance with a brand 
new scientific formula of a comet 
that has hitherto beamed unseen 
in the infinite space over 
the 


verge of the world. Plagiarizing 
has been practiced by so many ex- 
'cellent men that one should think 
that by this time it would be 
recognized as a legitimate form 
of industry. It is a practice to 
which we are indebted for some 
of the greatest works of litera- 
ture. Montaigne's essays abound 
in the loot of other books. Sterne 
stole from Burton and-Dr. Fer- 
riar exposed Tristram Shandy, 
one of the greatest of novels, as 
a performance distinguished for 
its thefts from the Anatomy of 
Melancholy, a work that inspired 
two of Milton's 
poems. 
Yet 


Burton himself seemed to sanc- 
tion the plagiaristic art, for he 
remarked that "A dwarf standing 
on the shoulders of a giant may 
see farther than the giant him- 
self;" also, "he that comes last 
is commonly best." 
But I am 


not so much entertained by the 
latest charge against London that 
he stole "The Sea Wolf," as by 
the assertion that the story "was 
originally the work of one John 
or Joseph Conrad, a Danish au- 
thor whose works have been 
translated into English and have 
found a ready sale." 
Here is a 


chronicler of doings in the liter- 
ary world who does not know 
Joseph Conrad, one of the great- 
est wr.ters of the sea, a 
man 


else's story that you take ready- 
made than to perform that highly 
specialized form of skilled labor 
which consists in giving artistic 
coherence to a story that you have 
conceived roughly for yourself. 
A literary'gentleman once hoisted 
a theory that there are only 
thirty-six possible stories in the 
world. This—I say it with .no 
deference at all—is bosh. There 
are as many possible stories in 
the world as there are microbes 
in the well-lined shelves of a lit- 
erary, gentleman's den. On the 
other hand it is perfectly true that 
only a baker's dozen of these have 
got themselves told. The reason 
lies in that bland, unalterable re- 
solve to shirk honest work, by 
which you recognize the artist as 
surely as you recognize the leo- 
pard by his spots. In so far as I 
am an artist I am a loafer. And 
if you expect me, in that line to 
do anything but loaf, you will get 
the shock your romantic folly de- 
serves. The only difference be- 
tween me and my rivals, past 
and present, is that I have the de- 
cency to be ashamed of myself, 


j So that if you are not too be- 
mused and bedeviled by my rep- 
utation for 'brilliancy' to care to 
kick me downstairs, you may rely 
on me to cheerfully lend a foot 
in the operation."—Town Talk.

A Diamond Drill 


Consists of a line of hollow rods screwed to- 
gether in five or ten foot; sections, rotated by 
an engine through a shaft and gearing. At the 
lower end of the rods is placed a bit, in wh-.ch 
pieces of "black diamond" or carbon «re,jet, 
the value of which on a 1,000 foot dull is 
from $900 to $1,500, and which, as the rods 
are rotated, cuts an annular hole in the rock, 
leaving a center piece or "core" undisturbed. 
Water is forced through the rods to keep the 
diamonds cool and to wash away the cuttings 
from the bit. 
The essential feature of this 


method is the core or section of rock, which is 
formed by the hollow bit and rod as the drill 
advances. At intervals, usually after drilling 
ten feet, the rods are withdrawn by means d 
hoisting mechanism, bringing with them th» 
rock core, which is caueht and held by a self- 
locking "core lifter." The core is then removed, 


. the rods again lowered, and the process re- 


peated. 


This method indicates to the prospector the 


exact depth of the ore body from the surface, 
and the thickness and character of the vein 
when found, as well as the nature of the ma- 
terial penetrated before'reaching the vein. 
It 


is thus possible to estimate very closely the 
cost of development work, while the core of 
mineral furnishes accurste samples for assay- 
ing purposes.
